The Senator Count de Segur, Grand Master of the Ceremo- 
nies, Extraordinary Commissioner of his Majesty, in the 18th 
Military Division, to the inhabitants of the Department of the 
Aube :—GENSTLEMeN,—France desires peace; the whole 
world bod need of it. The Emperor wills it, and you will 
goon enjoy it, if at the moment when the enemy dares to invade 
vour frontiers, you continue, like good Frenchmen, to shew 
the good spirit, the zenl, and the courage, which have always 
distinguished you.-—The E:mperor sends me among you, to tell 
you wmportaunt truths, and to speak to you abeut your dearest 
interests. —His Mafesty koows the evils you-have suffered, the 
Iosses you have sustained 3 his heart has been deeply moved at 
them. He had projects more vast far your glory, and for your 
prosperity: the inconsiancy of the elements, and of his allies, 
bas prevented the accoxiplishment of his great designs, The 
iimperor prefers the happiness af the people to glory too 
dearly beught. Ie fas, therefore, renounced alt plans of 
negraniisement; he has consented to sacrifices painfal both for 
lem and Tor us; ina word, he has accepted all the conditions 
of peace proposed to him by our enemies. —You would then 
already enjoy this wished-for peace, if these same enemies had 
not thonghi fit to delay it. They defer signing a treaty, the 
bases Of which they have laid down; and during their delay, 
they perfidionsty endeavour to make you doubt of the pacific 
ictentions Of his Majesty, —No Frenchman can be deceived by 
them, His Majesty bas declared to the Senate, to the Legis- 
lative Body, in the face of ihe uuiverse, that he desires pence, 
and that he feelsasa Monarch, and asa father, how much 
peace adds tathe security of thrones, and to that of families, ~— 
He has solemnly declared, that he accepted ail the conditions 
proposed hy the allies; and yet these very enemies delay the 
conclusion of this peace, to which his Majesty has consented, 
They not cnly centinne hostilities; but they violate the terri- 
tory of a neutral states they enter France; they menace the 
departments in your neighbourhood. The Emperor, at the 
bead of his armies, is going 10 advance to combat them, if they 
any longer delay the signature of a treaty, which they defer 
Without renson.— Frenchmen! ihe enemy has entered Fraace ! 
You feel what honodr and your country require of you !— 
Vou will be faithful toaheir call! If, till tne momeot when 
‘your army advances, you assume the prond: antitude which be 
comes a great people; if you rapidly organize jour national 
Kuards as you have began, you will suon see the enemy stop io 
his rash enterprize. Me wilt aot be mad envagh to dare ta 
penetrate into the midsi of a nation which rises aud takes up 
arms ig stop him, Already the advanced guard of one of our 
‘corps has made these foreigners retire, wha counted on pillage 
‘a0 have found death! Ajready they Wemble at venturing 
farther iato a warlike country, where they would meet in 


















every man an enemy, and aterveryaiep a cembat. Their ima- 
gination is terrified, when they think, that io their front, en 
their flanks, and iu their rear, your national guards surround- 
ing them on all sides, would soon deprive them of subsistence, 
and of all hopes of return, They know, that if yor sacrifice 
all that is beyond your limits, you will never deliver ta them 
your own territory, Accordingly they do not so much attempt 
ta combat as toseduce you. They would wish to live for some 
time at the expence of a part of your frontiers. They would 
extend their pillage only to those places where their feigned 
meaderation should find dupes, or hands without arms, But 
who could believe their proclamations and their promises ? 
They promised the Swiss, whose territory they bave violated, 
to treat them like friends, and they have just laid heavy contri- 
butions on the city of Basle, If they advanced, they would of 
necessity take possessien of your wines, your corn, your focks, 
the produce of your manufactures, of your industry, They 
would pay you onthe first day with money, on the secomd 
with paper, on the third with blows and insults! -Batthey wil 
not he able either to terrify or to deceive you, Inhabitants «f 
the Departinents of the Aube! the greatest tranquillity reigns 
amoug yous your magistrates enjoy your coefidence, and are 
satisfied with your conduct, You have just given to the arny 
hands that were necessary to its you furnish the horses wh ech 
are required from you, The Emperor is sensible of the extent 
of these sacrifices, and his wifl is, that these sacrifices shall be 
the Jast. The National Gaard, the formation of which h:s 
just been ordered, has no other object than the defence of your 
homes, and the maintenance of good order in your populocs 
cities, On leaving you, to repair to the departments nearer 
our frontiers, and more threatened by the enemy, I repeat it 
to you with the fullest confidence, the danger with which it 
was desired to frighten you is aothing, if yeu wills it isa 
cloud which the imagination magnifies, and which courage dis- 
pels, Shew yourselves firm avd ready to arm! the Empenr 
at the head of his brave soldiers appreaches, and you will so: n 
enjoy a solid peaces which will indemoify you for all yor 
generous sacrifices. But reflect, that since our enemies stil 
defer the peace which they have proposed, the eoly means te 
obtain it speedily, is to sh.w ougselves in a formidaile and 
dignified attitude, His Majesty himself has just said ta the 
Senate; ** At the sight of all this people in arms, the enemy 
willfly, or will sigan peace on the bases which he has himself 
proposed s the question no longer is, to recover the conquests 
which we had made.”

Magistrates, landholders, cultivators, remain ag 
your homes, The maintenaace of public order, respect far 
private property, the most serere discipline, shall characterive 
the progress sind the stay of the Allied Armics, They are not 
noimated by the spirit of veageance s they wis not to resaliate 
upon France the oumberless catamities with whica France, for 
the last 20 yerrs, overwhelmed her neighbours, and the most 
distant couotries, Other priaciples and other views than those 
which led your armies among us, preside ever the counsels of 
the Allied Monarchs, Their glory will consist io baving put 
the speeciest period to the misfortunes of Eurape, ‘The ouly 
conquest, which is the object of their ambition, is that of 
peace; but at the same time a peace which shail secure to there 
own people, to Brauce, and to Eerope, a stuie of real repose.

tragedyte a pantomime, Our friend after some shrugs of 
distaste, and some seruples of conscience, coodescended to 
pay a» implicit obedience to these directions, and io a 
short Ume became one of the must popular dramatists uf 
the day. ° Luckily for him, the Kindness of sume wealthy 
and powerful relations has at length eqancipated him front 
his slavery; on which oceasiva ‘he gave to ‘our care the 
above-mentioned code of dramatic laws, to use either for 
the benebt of poor Anothoss, or fur the exposure, of bad 
,tasic. He hinted that there was no allowable passport ty. 
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the stage except through subinission to these staltuicss The 
whole paper is much too, long for lngertion : We shall 
merely allude to so much of its contents as will explain a 
jiitle the principle on which the modern drama is con- 
siracted, according to law.
